July 
12. — Heavy 
de­ 
creases in Ohio’s major crops, winter 
wheat, corn, oats, hay, potatoes and 
tobacco, and Increases in the apple 
and peach crops, are forecast in the 
July report of the crop 
reporting 
service, made public by N. E. Shaw, 
secretary of the department of agri­ 
culture. 
For the first tim e in years 
the 
Buckeye 
state will 
not grow 
enough wheat to supply its own re­ 
quirements. 
Ohio’s normal wheat de­ 
mand ii from 25,000,000 to 30,000,000 
bushels and the total crop now is es­ 
timated at 27,125,000 bushels. 
Last 
year the state produced a surplus of 
25,000.000 bushels. 
The corn 
crop, 
saye the report, is 86 per cent of nor­ 
mal, with a total probable production 
of 140,950,000 bushels. 
The decrease 
is due to a 2 per cent falling off in 
the corn acreage of the state. 
Pro­ 
duction of oats will be but 81 per cent 
of 
noncnal, estimated 
at 
51,731,000 
bushels In the report. 
The hay crop 
estim ate is considerably below aver­ 
age for former years, the dry weather 
during May 
and 
the early part of 
June stunting its growth. Potato acre­ 
age decreased 6 per cent, or 9,000 
acres during the year, with promise 
of a total crop of 11,291,000 bushels.

Recognition Of New 
Government. 


Green Castle, Pa., July 12.—Henry 
P. Fletcher, former ambassador 
to 
Mexico, warned 
the 
administration 
against premature recognition of the 
new Mexican government. 
In 
a letter to Bainbridge Colby, 
secretary 
of 
state, 
Fletcher urged 
that in no case should the recognition 
of the De la Huerta regime be other 
than that of a de facto character, with 
the 
understanding 
that 
even 
this 
would be withdrawn should 
subse­ 
quent events prove that it was prema­ 
turely extended. 
Mr. Fletcher’s letter resulted from 
negotiations now in progress between 
the state department and Dr. Iglesias 
Calderon, Mexican high com m issioner 
to the United States, regarding rec­ 
ognition of the new government at 
Mexico City. 
Dr. Iglesias Calderon has assured 
the American government of the de­ 
sire of the new regime to live up to 
the obligations of a government, but 
Mr. Fletcher in his letter suggested 
that before any recognition was ex­ 
tended 
an 
informal 
agreement be 
made with the Mexican authorities 
that American citizens would not be 
deprived of their property rights with­ 
out com pensation and that such prop­ 
erty as they were deprived of during 
the 
Carranza 
regime without com­ 
pensation would be returned to them. 
Mr. Fletcher was the American am­ 
bassador to Mexico during the Car­ 
ranza 
administration, 
but 
resigned 
several months ago because of a dis­ 
agreement with the American govern­ 
ment's policy towards Mexico.
